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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to Claims and Remarks received 27 June 2006. Per 
Applicant's request, claims 3 and 7 have been canceled. Claims 1, 2, 4-6, and 8 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. In view of the cancellation of claim 3, the prior 35 USC 1 12 2 nd paragraph rejection is 
hereby withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

3. In view of the cancellation of claims 3 & 7, the prior objections are hereby withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1, 2, 4-6, and 8 (to be renumbered in order) are in condition for allowance. 
The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Regarding independent claims land 5, as Applicant has noted on page 6, 1 st paragraph, 
Walters, Patel, Hoskins, and other cited prior arts, fail to teach or suggest the limitations 
as recited, nor does the combination of cited prior art render obvious, when taken in the 
context of the claims as a whole: 

"a virtual machine interpreter, comprising a hardware pre-processor. . .arranged to 
identify an initial virtual machine instruction from a body of successive ones of the 
selected virtual machine instructions, where the body is expected to be executed 
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repeatedly. . .to write native instructions for the body. . .to execute the native instructions 
for the body. . .to repeat execution of the native instructions for the body. . ." 

Thus, remaining dependent claims, claims 2, 4, 6, and 8, are in condition for allowance.
